The administration, acting swift 
ly to try to counter charges by 
some members of Congress that 
Cuba was still a potential aggres­ 
sor, made these moves Wednes­ 
day: 
—Hastily scheduled and carried 
out the two-hour briefing, all but 
half an hour of which was tele 
vised nationally, by McNamara 
and an intelligence expert who 
displayed nearly IOO aerial pho­ 
tographs of Cuba. some so sharp 
that tools could be seen in the 
hands of the Russian soldier. 
—Sent McCone to the Senate 
subcommittee to try to squelch 
reports of a new Cuban buildup. 
The CIA director told the sena­ 
tors the government had no evi­ 
dence at any offensive Soviet wea­ 
pons in Cuba. 
—Announced a long - expected 
crackdown 
on 
non-Communist 
shipping to Cuba. The order in 
effect denied U.S. government 
cargoes to ships that call at Cu­ 
ban ports. 
“Beyond Reasonable Doubt" 
McNamara, at his briefing, said 
he believed “beyond any reason­ 
able doubt" that all offensive wea­ 
pons “have been removed from 
the island and none have been 
reintroduced."

WASHINGTON (UPI) — 
President Kennedy sent to 
Congress today the admi­ 
nistration blueprint for im­ 
proving the nation’s health 
and boosting its medical 
facilities and manpower. 


In a special message "on im­ 
proving American health." Ken­ 
nedy said Social Security health 
insurance for older people "must 
be enacted this year.” He said 
such a measure was "long over­ 
due" and should be at the "top 
of the congressional agenda on 
health.” 


But he reserved the details of 
the controversial medicare pro­ 
gram for his special message on 
aging expected to go to Congress 
late next week. 
Administration officials declined 
to give the total cost of today’s 
proposals, mostly familiar items. 
Officials said the financial recom­ 
mendations wese included in the 
1964 budget. 
Among the requests Kennedy 
renewed were grants for medical 
and dental schools, air pollution 
control, health research, vocation­ 
al rehabilitation, encouragement 
of group practice, improving ma­ 
ternal and shild care and health 
and community health serviies. 
Aiks Tighter Controls 


The President also said there 
was a "clear and urgent need" 
for tighter rontrol over the mar­ 
keting of food, drugs, therapeutic 
devices and cosmetics. 
Kennedy urged a five-year ex­ 
tension of the Hill-Burton Act pro­ 
viding federal aid for construction 
of health facilities, due to expire 
June 30, 1964. He asked an addi­ 
tional $35 million to provide fi­ 
nancial assistance for modern iz 
mg or replacing hospitals and 
nursing homes under the law. 


He said the need for "high 
quality" nursing homes would be 
"especially great" and urged an 
increase in the budget for such 
facilities from $20 million to $50 
million annually. 
Kennedy proposed federal aid 
to expand nurses’ training facili-
